Passenger Train Daahea Into 


a Freight on a Siding 


5XPLOS10H OF A LOCOMOTIYE EIGHE 


Several Persons Killed. Some of Them 


Literally Blown to Pieces—Nine Per- 


sons Seriously «nd Many Oth- 


ers Slightly Injured. 


BA.TTLF. CP.F.EK. Mich.. Au?. IS.—As 


the east-bound North Shore limited on 
on the Michigan Central railroad was 
passing Augusta, a small town nine 
miles west of here, at five o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, it r-.n Into a standing 
freight train, while going at full speed, 
and crashed through the depot building, 
completely demolishing It. The engine 
then exploded, blowing the fireman 
literally to pieces and killing the en- 
gineer, Charles McRoberts. One break- 
man is missing ajid it is thought he is 
huried in the debris. 
Many occupants 


of the forward coaches were serioasly 
injured and others more or leas hurt. 
Physicians were summoned from this 
city. 


The limited did not stop at Augusta, 


having right of way. 
It was running 


about fifty miles an hour. The freight 
was waiting on a siding for the express 
to pass. 
For socie unaccountable rea- 


son a switch at the spur was left turned 
on to the main track and the express 
came into the freight at full speed. 
Eight cars were tossed into the air and 
the engine plowed through the debris 
ami crashed into the depot 
Engineer 


Charles McRoberts was blown twenty 
feet into the air and his mangled re- 
mains 
woro 
picked 
up 
some 


distance 
off. 
Of 
the 
passengers 


only 
nine were injured 
seriously. 


Their names could not be obtained, ex- 
cept that of Goo. B. Murrav, of Detroit; 
ribs crushed and internally injured.
